The quality of the hog supply was 
probably the best in the experience of 
the industry in Canada, At the same 
time there is considerable room for 
& more intelligent application of 
breeding principles and a better con- 
trol in the matter of the usage of 6 
plentiful’ and cheap supply of various 
pig feeding material. 

It is most encouraging to note, 
Observes the twelfth annual report 
on the Origin and Quality of Com- 
mercial Live Stock Marketed in Can- 
ada in 1931, issued by the Dominion 
Live Stock Branch, that,.as compared 
with the supply of 1930, there were 
approximately 43,000 more select ba- 
con hogs and 210,000 more bacon 
hogs, out of an increase in all grades 
amounting to 342,000 head. There 
was some increase in the number of 
really good sows marketed, no doubt 
the result of the active demand for 
breeding stock. This is substantiated 
by the fact that the entire increase 
in number one sows went to stock- 
yards and the number of sows mar- 
keted at packing plants was less 
than a year ago. There was a very 
marked curtailment in the movement 
of number two sows, as comparea 
with a year ago, and as well the num 
ber of stags was cut down to a low 
point. 

Butcher hogs and heavy hogs 

‘ a fairly normal increase, con- 
sidering the liberal volume of feea 
available, and there was a fairly 
normal increase in the number of 
lights and feeders marketed. As @ 
matter of fact, the supply of that 
class could be considered as very 
moderate, considering that during the 
greater part of the year the prose 
pects for finished hogs were not par- 
ticularly encouraging.

THAT SUMMER TAN— 
GET IT CAUTIOUSLY. 


Has your nose. peeled yet? Now 
that vacation time has rolled around 
again, many of our friends and ac- 
quaintances are parading reddened 
or tanned sking before our envious 
eyes, and are taunting us for our pale 
faces and unbrowned arms, 

But—be not deceived! The rich 
color of a suntanned face is not to be 
gained too quickly, or too carelessly. . 
Al; of us have experienced sunburn 
at some time in our lives, and most 
of us have been fortunate enough to 


escape with a mere unpleasantness 
for a day or s0. But sunburn can pe, 
and too often is, a very painful and 
serious condition. 

The burn that the falsely benevo- 


lent summer sun gives us is the 
equivalent of a first or second class 
gree burn such as might be caused by 
& hot iron or scalding water. And the 
effect of a severe sunburn is com- 
parable tothe effect of either of 
these two, 

As in the treatment of such burns, 
any oily substance placed in direct 
contact with the skin will soothe and 
heal the soreness. If the severity of 
the burn demands bandages, it is well 
to wrap lightly powdered bandages 
loosely around the tender spot, as 
tight wrappings may tend to make s 
swollen condition intolerable. 

_ So beware when you set yourself 
to get that healthy coat of tan, See 
to it that you expose yourself to the 
full rays of the sun for no more than 
a half an hour at a time until the 
first coat of red has turned brown. 
Then lengthen your periods of expo- 
sure discreetly. You will not be dis- 
satisfied with the result, and, what 
is more you wily have no painful 
hours of remorse for your careless- 
Deas, 


To remove coffee stains, cover the 
Spot with the yolk of an egg to which 
has been added an equal amount of 
carbon tetrachloride. The mixture 
should .be well stirred before using. 
After the spot has soaked a tew 
minutes, wash out the mixture with 
warm water and, while stil] moist, 
iron on the wrong side of the cloth. 

When preparing fresh peaches or 
tomatoes for table use, the skins can 
be easily removed by firmly pressing 
the back of a knife against the fruit 
and drawing it from the blossom to- 
ward the stem end. This will bruise 
theskin sufficiently so that it can be 
peeled off without cutting.
